and canal street will be paved the 
full width, from the sidewalk along 
the south side of the street to the 
south bank of the canal, the expense 
to be borne by the property owners 
and the city.

The 
local 
inspector for the Me- 


Crary company appeared before the 
city council at the adjourned meeting 
held Wednesday night and explained 
the proposition to the members of 
the council. The inspector has taken 
the matter up wtth the property own- 
ers along the south side of the street 
and practically every one has agreed 
to bear his share of the expense, bas- 
ed on lineal feet. The city will have 
to bear the expense of paving 
the 


street and alley crossings, which will 
cost in the neighborhood of $S^O. 


With a practically depleted treas- 


ury the council is in a quandry as to 
whether sufficient funds can be rais- 
ed to pay for this improvement, am] 
tile matter was turned over to a com- 
committee, 
consisting of councilmen 


Jones and Chambers lo in\ estimate 
the matter thoroughly and report at 
an adjourned meeting of tho council 
next Wednesday night. Every one of 
the councilmen are heartily in favor 
of accepting the proposition to make 
the permanent 
street improvement 


at this time, and it is believed some 
means can be found to provide the 
necessary funds, even if donations 
have to be obtained from the business 
men. 


The reason the work can be done 


cheaper at this time than at some fu- 
ture time is because the road con- 
traetora have the machinery and ma- 
terial on the ground and can do the 
work at the same time the district 
work is done. 
It is estimated that if 


this work 
should be done at some 


time in the future, it would cost at 
least Mice as much as the work can 
be done for at this time. 


The special district 
specifications 


call for 24 feet of paving on Canal 
street, the south line of Hie paving 
to be ten feet from the south side- 
walk, leaving this strip of ten feet to 
be paved with shell or marl and to 
be constantly kept up by the city. 
With this strip permanently paved, it 
is estimated the elimination of the up- 
keep expense would more than pay 
for the paving in less than five years, 
and that upkeep expense would be 
eliminated for 20 to 30 years in the 
future. 
Besides that, by having the 


paving all done at 
this 
time, 
the 


crown of the street would be placed 
In the center, giving a perfect drain 
and there would be no troublesome 
joint If an attempt is made in the fu- 
ture to join the city paving to that 
laid by the district. 


This plan of having the city contin 


ue the paving to the full width of the 
street has been followed in Daytona, 
on the business street, and the work 
in Daytona has been highly praised 
by the residents of that city. 


The paving contractors are now 


working on Orange street, 
at 
the 


north end, and coming toward Canal 
street. With the paving on Magnolia 
street finished, when the workmen 
reach 
Canal 
street, arrangements 


must be completed for paving the full 
width or only the 24 feet provided in 
the district specifications.

FORECAST MADE BY BUREAU OF 


CROP ESTIMATES SHOWS MORE 


ORANGES 
AND 
LESS 
GRAPE- 


FRUIT THIS YEAR. 


The bureau of crop estimates, Unit- 


ed States department of agriculture, 
announces the following results of a 
special citrus inquiry for Florida, con- 
ducted by the field agent for that 
state on January I, 1917: 


Conditions Jan. 1, indicated 77 per 


cent of a normal crop of oranges; 


Jan. 1 being 62 per cent as against 70 
per cent on Dec. 1. There were 1,945 
cars shipped at 325 boxes per car and 
adding as for oranges 9.4 per cent 
for express, boat and less than car 
lots, is l.<iOS,241 boxes, compared with 
1.892.210 on Dec. 1. a decrease of 283,- 
090 boxes. It is probable that the pro- 
duction of grapefruit was aa much as 
forecasted in December, but tlie mar- 
ket was glutted with green fruit ear- 
ly in the season, killing demand and 
causing a consequent slump in prices. 
As a consequence, much truit that 
might have been sold ar a profit lias 
been lost. 


The final outturn of the crop will 


be greater or less than at present 
forecasted, according to the weather 
and market conditions during the re- 
mainder of the season. 


S.770 cars had moved to this date, 
which at 325 boxes per car, and add- 
ing 9.4 per cent for express, boat and 
less than car lot shipments is :j,llS.-

It was estimated 45.8 per cent of I

Canal and Transportation company, 
to compel this company to maintain 
its canal leading from Mayport to Mi- 
ami, and a writ of mandamus was is- 
sued this morning by the supreme 
court of Florida against this company. 
The writ commands the canal com- 
pany to proceed forthwith, to restore 
its canal to the width and depth re- 
quired by the agreement entered In- 
to with the state and to maintain it 
in this condition. 
The suit was 


brought in the name of Thos. F. West 
Attorney General, in behalf 
of the 


state of Florida, and Is regarded as a 
suit of far-reaching importance since 
it is an exercise of the power of the 
state over public service corporations 
to require them to perform duties and 
services they owe to the public.

In considering tbe wonders of the 


universe bave you ever realized how 
conspicuous among them are the me- 
teorites, 
those 
wonderful messages 


dropped from the sky for us to wonder 
at and study? They are the only ma- 
erial objects which come to the cartb 
from the vast outer world. 


Among the collections shown in the 


National museum at Washington is a 
remarkably Hue exhibit of meteorites. 
It includes complete meteorites rang- 
ing in fixe from the merest pebbles t 
gii-.-it bowlder-like masses and casts r 
producing giant forms like that of Ba 
eubirito. Wiik-h has been estimated 1 
vveiyb twenty-five tons and still resl 
where it fell in Mexico. 


Tbe National museum has issued 


handbook and descriptive catalogue o 
Ibe n.eteorite collections in the mu 
seuiu. wr.tteu by Dr. George I". Mcr 
riil. head curator of geology, trom 
which tbe following is an abstract: 


Although meteorites presumably bay 


fallen since time immemorial, skep 
deism was felt at first by both th 
popular and scientific minds regarding 
t!ie possibilities of stones falling from 
space. In the few early recorded cases 
where meteorites seen to fall were re 
covered they were regarded as objects 
of reverence and worship. 
A stone 


which fell In undent Phrygla. In Asia 
Minor, about 200 years before Chrisl 
was worshiped as Cjbele. tbe mother 
of the gods 
Another, which dates 


back to die seventh century. i« still 
preserved at Mecca, where it Is built 
into the northeast corner of the K.-i'a- 
l':i und revered as one or the holiest of 
relie-s. Tbe great Casus Grnndes iron, 
weighing about 3,000 pounds, now In 
tbe national collection at Washington, 
was found In an ancient Mexican ruin 
swathed In mummy clothes In a man- 
ner to Indicate that It was held In 
more than ordinary veneration by the 
prehistoric Inhabitants. 


Tbe earliest known undoubted me- 


teorites still preserved are thfise of 
Elbogen. Bohemia and Enslsbeim. Dp- 
per Alsace. 
The first mentioned Is 


iron, the second a stone. The Iron was 
found somewhere about the year 1400 
of our era. The Ensishclin stone, seen 
to fall on Nov. 10, 1492, about the time 
Columbus made his discoveries, was 
accompanied, with a loud crash like 
thunder. 
Portions of this stone are to 


be seen In the National museum ex- 
hibit. 


The fall of a meteorite Is usually ac- 


companied by noises variously describ- 
ed as resembling the fire of musketry, 
cannonading or even thunder. 
If the 


fall takes place during the periods of 
darkness It I.s also accompanied by a 
flush of light and followed by a luml- 
nous rocket-like trail. These phenome-

The bureau of crop estimates. Unit- 


ed States department of agriculture, 
announces the following results of a 
special citrus inquiry for Florida, con- 
ducted by the field agent for that 
state on January 1, 1917: 


Conditions Jan. 1, indicated 77 per 


cent of a normal crop of oranges; 
8,770 cars had moved to this date, 
which at :J25 boxes per car, and add- 
ing 9.4 per cent for express, boat and 
less than <ar lot shipments is :;,11S.- 
173 boxes of oranges shipped to Jan. 
1. It was estimated 45.8 per cent of 
the crop was moved to this date, fore- 
casting a total crop of (J.7S4.220 boxes, 
an increase of about

The increase is accounted for (1) 


by improved weather conditions, good 
rains causing the fruit to size up well, 
and (2) by good 
prices 
received.,

Canal street paved with concrete the 
full width is presented to the prop- 
erty owners and city at this time 
that will ever be presented, Is shown 
by a proposition made by the J. 
MeCrary company, supervising engin- 
sers of the road construction in this 
district to have the balance of the 
street f:om the railroad to the H.er 
ui'dcr the same specifictions used in 
'.ayiiiR tte concrete road fv the dis- 
trict for $2 per lineal foot. 


At this tkiie every indication is 


that tiie proposition will be accepted 
and canal street will be paved the 
full width, from the sidewalk along 
the south side of the street to the 
.south bank of the canal, the expense 
to be borne by the property owners 
and the city. 


The 
local 
inspector for the Me- 


Crary company appeared before the 
city council at the adjourned meeting 
held Wednesday night and explained 
the proposition to the members of 
the council. The inspector has taken 
the matter up wi%h the property own- 
ers along the south side of the street 
and practically every one has agreed 
to bear his share of the expense, bas- 
ed on lineal feet. The city will have 
to bear the expense of paving 
the 


street and alley crossings, which will 
cost in the neighborhood of $8^0. 


With a practically depleted treas- 


ury the council is in a quandry as to 
whether bulh'cicnt funds can be rais- 
ed to pay for this Improvement, and 
the matter was turned over to a com- 
committee, consisting of toumilmen 
Jones and Chambers lo iinestimate 
the matter thoroughly and report at 
an adjourned meeting of the council 
next Wednesday night. Every one of 
the councilmen are heartily in favor 
of accepting the proposition to make 
the permanent 
street 
improvement 


at this time, and it is believed some 
means can be found to provide the 
necessary funds, even if donations 
have to be obtained from the business 
men. 


The reason the work can be done 


cheaper at this time than at some fu- 
ture time is because the road con- 
tractbra have the machinery and ma- 
terial on the ground and can do the 
work at the same time the district 
work Is done. 
It is estimated that if 


this work should be done at some 
time in the future, it would cost at 
least Mice as much as the work can 
be done tor at this time. 


The special district 
specifications 


call for 24 feet of paving on Canal 
street, the south line of Hie paving 
to be ten feet from the south side 
walk, leaving this strip of ten feet to 
be paved with shell or marl and to 
be constantly kept up by the city. 
With this strip permanently paved. It 
is estimated the elimination of the up- 
keep expense would more than pay 
for the paving in less than five years, 
and that upkeep expense would be 
eliminated for 20 to 30 years in the 
future. 
Besides that, by having the 


paving all done at this time, the 
crown of the street would be placed 
in the center, giving a perfect drain, 
and there would be no troublesome 
joint If an attempt Is made in the fu- 
ture to join the city paving to that 
laid by the district. 


This plan of having the city contin- 


ue the paving to the full width of the 
street has been followed in Daytona, 
on the business street, and the work 
in Haytona has been highly praised 
by the residents of that city. 


The paving contractors are now 


working on Orange street, 
at 
the 


north end, and coming toward Canal 
street. With the paving on Magnolia 
street finished, when the workmen 
reach 
Canal street, arrangements 


must be completed for paving the full 
width or only the 24 feet provided in 
the district specifications.
